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INTRODUCTION. 


Single Shafts. 

The provisions prohibiting single shafts are made more 
stringent. Shafts commenced to be sunk after the com- 
mencement of the Act (1st January, 1888), are to be made 
not less than 15 yards apart at any poinl;. Communic^ions 
made between two shafts or outlets, after that date, are to be 
made not less than 4 feet high ; but the Secretary of State 
has power to dispense with this provision in certain cases. 
The grounds of exemption from the prohibition against 
single shafts are to some extent altered, and there are other 
variations, §§ 16, 17, 18. 

Division of Mines into Parts. 

The manager, as well as the owner or agent, is now 
authorised to give the necessary notices where two or more 
parts of a mine are worked separately, and it is desired 
that each part should be deemed a separate mine, § 19. 

Certificated Managers. 

There are now two classes of certificates — viz., a first- 
class and second-class certificate, § 23. The manager 
must have a first-class certificate, § 20, or its equivalent 
— a certificate of competency or of service existing prior 
to this Act, § 79. Daily personal supervision must be 
exercised by the manager or under-manager, but the 
manager’s personal responsibility is not affected by the 
appointment of an under-manager, § 21. The under- 
manager must have a first or second-class certificate, § 23, 
or a certificate of service granted in terms of § 80. Under 
that section a certificate of service will be granted by the 
Secretary of State to any person who satisfies him either 
(1) that, before the passing of this Act (16th September, 
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18S7), he Avas exercising and has since that date exorcised 
functions substantially corresponding to those of an undei- 
inajiager in a mine ; or (2) that ho has, at any time Avithin 
five years before 16th September, 1887, for a period of not 
less than twelve months, exercised such functions. In the 
absence of the manager, the under-manager has the same 
responsibilities, and is liable to the same extent as the 
manager, § 21. A contractor for mineral, or person 
employed by him, is disqualified from being manager or 
under-manager, § 22. 

No person is entitled to a certificate of competency 
under the Act unless he has had five years’ practical 
experience in a mine. The three miners* representatives 
on the board of examiners for granting certificates of 
competency, may now he chosen from persons fonnerly 
employed in or about a mine, and need not be actual 
working miners, § 23. The renewal or restoration of 
certificates is in future to be recorded, § 29. 

Returns, Plans, Notices, and Abandonment. 

One annual return is alone required, instead of two 
under the previous Statute. It is to be sent in not later 
than 21st January instead of 1st February, as formerly. 
The number of days in each month on which coal or iron- 
stone has been drawn is now required to be given in the 
return. Only the qmblication of individual output of 
mineral is now prohibited, and the Mines Drainage Com- 
missioners are to have access to the returns for rating 
purposes, § 38. 

The plan of the mine must show the workings up to a 
date not more than three months previously. It mu.st. be 
on a scale of not less than that of the Ordinance Survey of 
twenty-five inches to the mile, if it is not on the same scale 
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vidod that such bmp stations are not to be in the return 
air (r. IX). The restrictions on the unlocking of safety 
Iniups and the possession of lucifor matches, &c., are ijjade 
more stringent (r. 10). 

Tlio pronhiona in rofcrouco to the u^o of osplosives^bolow 
gioimd are entirely remodelled. The slorcago of explosives 
holovr gi'ound is still prohibited. It is now permissible to 
take the cartridges into tho mine in a secure case or 
caniotor containing five pounds. The previous limit was 
four pounds. Seams of clay and stratified ironstone not 
worked in connection with any coal seam, and which 
conliiin no coal in the working, are exempted from this pro- 
vision, and power is given to the Secretary of State to 
exempt other mines. The prohibition against tho use or 
ptojossiun of an iron or steel pricker, tamping rod or 
.?linir.\er, has now boon made absolute, and extended so as 
to include a scraper and charger. The term “ charger ” is 
syLoiJjmous with “tamping rod” and “stemmer.” The 
U3v' of coal or coal dust for tamping has been prohibited. It 
is pvo”idod that explosives are not to be pressed into a hole 
of in-juffidont size, nor to be unrammed when the hole has 
onco boon charged, and no hole is to be bored for a charge 
wiClii.i six ii.eh(o from a hole whore a previous charge has 
mibielfhc. Stdiigoal regulations axe provided with refer- 
<ncc to shot firing. Tho rostiictions are graduated in 
ivsiAOu of the prc'cnce of inflammable gas, or of dust, or of 
hoLl , and these are further regulated according to the sphere 
in wlildi (hingm- is most to be apprehended (r. 12).

Place of weighing mineral . — ^Tho miu(‘Tal goittm is to he 
truly weighed “ at a ])laco as near to tin* pit month a^ is 
reasonably practicable,” There w^as foinierly no indication 
as to where the weigliing should take place. The mc*aning of 
the expression “reasonably practicable” is defined in the 
notes to § 49, and the case of Wales v. Thomn there cit<*d. 

Wlien mineral to be cmiaidered as ^^goffen ,^' — ^It will be a 
question of agreement between employer ami employed tis to 
■whether coal or mineral contracted for is to be cousidere^l ns

Hvfmptmi from payment hy toeight — In sub-section (3) of 
this section, the restriction on the power of the Secretary of 
St,\t( (who ( ould previously grant such exemption to any mine 
or class of mines wrthoui reference to the number of persons 
employed Unrein), is to be noted. AMioro an exemption is 
ic«iuiifd, it may bo found convenient for the workmen to 
meet lo^ethtv and minute a resolution as to the method of 
paynumt (lc^i^cd. If this course be followed, the chairman 
ol tin imetiug should bo authorisod to sign the necessary 
ic])n Hiitatron 1o the Secret iry of State, and so obviate the 
ncccs'iity foi Ihc signature of all the Avorkmen.

Tlufi pro^dsion requiring an applicant for a certificate of 
competency to have had five years’ practical experience in a 
mine was not statutory prior to this Act, although tfe various 
examining hoards usually enforce regulations to the same 
effect. Tlic qiialiflcations required by applicants for certifi- 
cates are referred to under the next section. 

Board for a 2 )pointing examiners . — The constitution of tliis 
hoard is the same as under the fonner Act (Coal Minos 
Regulation Act, 1872, § 27), with the exception that the 
tliree miners’ representatives may now he chosen from amongst 
ixirsons foimerly employed in or about a mine, and need not 
i)e actual working miners. There is a separate board for 
each inspector’s district. These districts, with their various 
secretaries, will be found in the Appendix.

The telegram, in 
such cases, will constitute a notice in writing within Hie terms 
of the Act, and the cost thereof, not exceeding one shilling in 
each case, will be refunded by tlie inspector. Such telegram, 
however, is not to be taken to supersede a letter where details 
have to be given, or where drawings should accompany the 
notice. For notifying all non-fatal accidents arising from 
causes other than explosions, and deaths resulting from 
accidents already reported, the use of the telegraph will not be 
necessary, but the statutory notice should be given by letter.” 
Per Harm Secretanfs instructions. These instructions were 
issued under the Coal Mines Eegulation Act, 1872 (35 <fc 36 
Viet. c. 76), but they are still applicable, — see § 79 of the 
present Act. 

A form of notice of explosion or accident will be found in 
the Appendix. 

In Scotland notices of explosions and accidents are 
deemed to be sent to the inspector of the district on behalf of 
the Lord Advocate, § 76. 

Place of explosion or accident . — The provisions of sub- 
section (2) are new. If the notice be served by post, the three 
days will commence to run from the time when the letter 
containing such notice would be delivered in tlie ordinary 
course of post, see § 73. The time during which a place 
where an explosion or accident has occurred must be left 
imaltered will therefore vary in the different districts, accord- 
ing to the proximity of the inspector and the postal facilities, 
&c. It will be observed, however, that it is not necessary to 
await the visit of an inspector, or the expiry of the specified 
interval : —

danger; or, 

(2.) If it would impede the working of the mine.

the owner agent or manager of the mine shall give 
notice thereof to the inspector of the district ■v^dthin 
two months after the commencement abandonment 
discontinuance recommencement or change, and if 
such notice is not given the owner agent or manager 
shall be guilty of an offence against this Act. 


Notice of opening/ and abandonment ofmineSf <6c. — The pro- 
visions as to notice now apply to a seam as well as to a shaft. 
This important alteration should be kept carefully in view. 

In addition to the notice of abandoninent requii^ed this 
section, in the case of a mine or seam absolutely abandoned, 
the owner thereof, at the time of the abandonment, is required 
within three mouths after such abandonment to send to the 
Secretary of State the plan or section, and to the district 
inspector the return, both required under § 38. 

The principal olTicers of an incorporated company referred 
to in this section are the secretary and the managing director 
(if any), or the manager (if any). An order to this effect

Fencing in 37. (l.) Where any mine is abandoned or the 
abandoned Working thereof discontinued, at whatever time the 

abandonment or discontinnance occurred, the owner 
thereof, and every other person interested in the 
minerals of the mine, shall cause the top of every 
shaft and every side entrance from the surface to be 
and to be kept securely fenced for the prevention of 
accidents : 

Provided that — 

(i.) Subject to any contract to the contrary, the 
owner of the mine shall, as between himself and 
any other person interested in the minerals of 
the mine, be liable to carry into effect this 
section, and to pay any costs charges and 
expenses incurred by any other person interested 
in the minerals of the mine in carrying this 
section into effect : 

(ii.) Nothing in this section shall exempt any 
person from any liability under any other Act, 
or otherwise.

Retrospective application of this section . — The provisions 
of this section will apparently apply to a mine abandoned, 
or the working thereof discontinued at any time before or 
after the commencement of this Act (1st January, 188S). It 
was so decided in rcf(jTcncc to the former Act (Coal Mines 
Regulation Act, 1872, § 41), wdicre this provision was in 
similar terms ; see Stott v, Dickinson^ 34 L. T. 291. 

Liahility of owner for fmciwj . — Witlx reference to the 
question of who is liable as “owmer” or as a “person 
interested in the minerals of the mine,*’ for fencing an 
abandoned mine, the following decisions under the same 
wording and provision of the Metalliferous Mines Regula- 
tion Act, 1872, 35 & 36 Viet. c. 77, § 13, are in point. 

In Arkvmght v, Evans^ 49 L. J., M. C. 82, where the holder 
of a lease from the Duchy of Lancaster, under which lie was 
bound to pay all he might receive in respect of the mine, with 
five shillings additional, and liad no pecuniary interest in the 
mine or minerals thereof, it w-as held that the lessee was 
neither owner of the mine nor a person interested in its 
minerals within the meaning of that section, and tlierofore not 
liable on the mine being abandoned, to cause the top of its 
shaft to be fenced as required by tliat section. In Emns v. 

Lady MosUjn, 36 L. T. 856, wliere the owners in fee granted 
a lease of minerals for a period of years under reservation of a 
royalty, payable to themselves on the minerals produced, and 
with reserved powers for securing payment of such royalty, it 
was held that such owners were during the existence of the 
■ lease persons interested in the minerals thereof within the 
section referred to, and therefore liable, on the mine becoming 
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37 , abandoned, to cause its shafts to be fenced. See also

Duty of inspector of mines under this section , — “ Under 
this provision the sole duty of the inspector of mines is 
to report the nuisance to the local sanitary authority. It 
will thereupon become obligatory on the sanitary author- 
ity to take steps for compelling the fencing of the shaft 
by the persons who are liable, or, if such persons cannot be 
found, to cause the shafts to be fenced at the expense of the 
rates.” 

“Normally the local sanitary authority is, within the area 
of a borough, the town council ; outside that area, and within a 
local government district, the local board, and elsewhere, the 
board of guardians. But in case of difficulty the inspector 
should apply to the Home Office for instructions.” — Per 
Secretwry of State’s Imtructiom to Inspectors^ These instruc- 
tions wore issued under the Coal Mines Regulation Act, 1872

The insertion of these words, here, as in other parts of the 
Act, are evidently intended to prevent liabilities and penalties ... 
being incurred under the Act where tlio observation of any 
particular provision has been made impossible through some 
inevitable circumstance, such as the act of God. In the case 
of Wales v. llionias^ 16 Q.IID.

discovered, is foiuid to h(j eonlaineil in tho atiuosphore? 

Until tliL (iucbtion is settled it uill he in tho inteicsts oi 
einploj^er ainl woikmeu that inllannn.ihle gas should ho 
repoited pr(‘sont when tho blue cap is shoxrn on the llann* oi 
tho lamp, which indicates tho jiroseiice of about two per cent, 
of g*i&. If inflaininahlo gab has hetni found in tho mine during 
the preceding twelve months, the manager should he careful 
to furnish the pcrs<m appointed to make this inbpection with 
such information, and to see that a locked safety lamp is used. 

Itep<yi % — Care must ho taken to nolo tho ad<litional particu- 
lars now required to he sj)Ccifiod in the report of this inspection. 

Tho report must ho in tho handwriting of the person who made 
the inspection, exce])t in so far as it may he printed or lith(>- 
giaphed, — sec g. r, *67, It is not stated whetlmr the report of tliia 
inspection is to be recorded whore none of tlio dangers refem J 
to are found or obseiwed, but fi‘om analogy \\dth the provisions 
as to inspection during shifts, it ought apparently to bo so 
recorded. A fonn of repoxt will bo found in the Appendix. 

Lispectioii dwri-atj — The pioxibioii for inspection 

during shifts was not contained in any of the Acts repealed 
by this Act, although surh an inspection was geiiorally 
onfoicedhy ilio special rules. The piirticuLirs required to he 
ascertained hy this inspection, and (wheie necessary) to be re- 
corded, are tho same as under the inspection before commenc- 
ing woik. As this insi»ection is io he similar to the inspection 
before commencing woxk, tho inference is that tho provision 
with refeience to tho use of a locked safety lamp also applies 
to this iiisi)Gotion. See form of report in Appendix. 

In the case of v, D^innh d Scot. L. Eev. lU

iDBp^nof appointed by tbe ovmer agent or manager for the 
purpose, sliaU, once at least in every twenty-four 
belowground, examine the state of the external parts of the 

machineiy, the state of the guides and conductors in 
the shafts, and the state of the head gear, ropes, chains, 
and other similar appliances of the mine which are in 
actual use both above ground and below ground, and 
shall once at least in every week examiue the state of 
the shafts by which persons ascend or descend; and shall 
make a true report of the result of such examination, 
and every such report shall be recorded without delay 
in a book to be kept at the mine for the purpose, and 
shall be signed liy the person who made the inspection. 

Prior to this Act the state of the guides and conductors 
in tlio shafts only required to he examined weekly. A fonn 
of report will ho found in the Appendix. 

TIio exprobsion “simiLir appliances” lias been substituted 
for “ woiks ” in the previous statute (Cotd Minos Kegulation 
Act, 1872, § 51, general rule 29), with the view of simplifying 
the meaning intended. 

Eule 6. Every entrance to any place which is not in 
actual use or course of working and extension, shall be 
properly fenced across the whole width of the entrance, 
so as to pre\ out persons inadvertently entering the same. 

Th(‘ tmtianco to any place not in actual use requires now 
to bo fenced in tenns of this section us well os the entrance to 
any pkicc not in actual coiirso of working and extension. 

The word “inadvcitently” is usually intexpretod to mean

tion of tho pei'son in (»f the mine, and gives the

Eule 8. No lamp or light other than a locked use of rvfety 
safety lamp shall be allowed or used — ^mh^lwcb.

The place for examining safety lamps was not jitevionsly 
defined.

hole where the charge has missed fire : 

In any place in which the use of a locked 
safety lamp is for the time b<'iiig required 1)y or 
in pui'suance of this Act, or which is dry and 
du».ty, no shot shall be fired except by or under 
the direction of a competent peison appointed by 
the owner agent or manager of tlic mine, and .such 
person shall not tiro the sliot or allow it to be fired 
until ho has examined both the place itself where 
the shot is to be fiiud and all contiguous accessible 
places of the same seam within a nwlins of twenty 
yiirds, and has found such place safe for firing ; 
(g.) If in any mine, at either of tin* four iuspeetions 
under rule 4 recorded ^last l)eforc a shot is to be 
fired, inflammable gas has been reported to bo 
present in the ventilating district in which the 
shot is to be fired, the shot shall not be fu*cd — 
(1.) Unless a competent person, appointed as 
aforesaid, has examined the place where gas 
has been so reported to be present, and has 
found that su(^ gas has been cleared away, 
and that thore is not at or near such place 
sufficient gas issuing or accumulated to 
render it unsafe to fire the shut; or 
(2.) Unless the explosive employed in firiug the 
shot is so used with water or other contriv- 
ance as to prevent it from inflaming gas, or is 
of such a nature that it cannot inflame gas : 
(A) If the place where a shot is to bo fired is dry 
and dusty, then the shot shall not be fired unless 
one of tho following conditions is obswTcd, that 
is to say — 
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§49. (1.) Unless the place of firing and all con- 

tiguons accessible places witMn a radius of 
twenty yaids therefrom are at the time of 
filing in a wet state from thorough watering 
or other treatment equivalent to watering,

an iuflcpondont return air-uuy tcraiinating at a 
main return air coutm"; and “niaiu Jiaulagc 
road ” means a road wliicli has been, or for the 
time being is, in use for moving trams by steam 
or other mechanical power : 

{1.) Where a acam of a min<- is not divide<l into 
separate ventilating districts the provisions in 
this Act relating to ventilating districts shall bi> 
read as though the word “seam” were substi- 
tuted for the words “ ventilating distiiet ’’ : 

(m.) So much of this rule as requires tht' explosi^e 
substance taken into the mine to be in cait- 
lidges, and so much of the provisions of sub-head 
{/) as relates to a diy aud dusty place, and the 
provisions (g), (h), (i), (/r), and (/) shall not 
apply to seams of clay or stratified ironstone 
which are not worked in <‘onnection with any 
coal seam, aud which contain no coal in the 
working. 

Provisions of tnib-kead (b).— Tht* woid “ mjcur ’ is uuh , atiil 
“five” pounds Imvo been sulfflliMud for four pounds in the 
corresponding rule of the previous Act (Coal Mines Begula 
tion Act, 1872, 51, general rule 8). Theie was no itower ot 
exemption from tliis provision under Uie previous Statute. 

Seams of clay or stratified ironstone which are not worked in 
connection witli any coal seam, and which I'ontiiin no coal in 
the working, are exempted by sult-Jiead (iw) of this clause. 

Prmrisions of sttbJtead (d).--It will be observi>d that the 
prohibition against the use or possession of an iron or steel 
pricker, tamping-rod, or stenuner has now been made absolute, 
and extended to a “scraper” and “charger.” The word 
“ eliaigor ” is synonymous with “ tamping rod ” and “stommer.” 

In some districts it is the practice to use an iron or steel

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{. jirickpr tipped with copper. The copper, however, at the junc- 

' — ' iion witli the iron or etecl is apt to get rough, and to have the 

same effect in producing premature explosions os steel or iron. 
It is conceived that the practice is an evasion of the rule, and 
tliat a conviction tlierefor would be good. See 38 J.P. 687. 

The proliihition of the use of coal or coal dust for tamping 
is now. This material alteration should be carefullj* noted. 

ProvUiona of aith-hml (e).— Tlie provisions of this sub- 
section are new, with tlie exception of the prohibition i^inst 
unramming a charge. 

The promions (o), (6), (c), (d), (e), apply to all mines under 
the Act, without reference to the presence of inflammable gas or 
(lust, with the exception of mines exempted from provision (6). 

Provisions of sid^hsad (f). — ^Provisions requiring the use of 
a locked safety lamp are contained in general rules 4 and 8, 
and may be contained in the special rules, as indicated by 
general rule 9. Prior to this Act the presence of dust in a 
mine was not provided against as a source of danger. The 
examination of all contiguSiis “ accessible ” places “ of the same 
seam within a radius of 20 yards ” is also new. 

This provision does not apply (1) to mines which arc not 
dry and dusty, and in whidi the use of a locked safety lain]) 
is not obli^tory; or (2) to seams of clay or stratified iron- 
stone which arc not worked in connection with any coal S{‘ani, 
and which contain no coal in the working, so far ns relates to 
a dry and dusty place, if the use of a locked safety lam]i is 
not obligatory in any jdace in such seams. 

Provistmis ofstd>-head (g). — ^This provision is entirely new. 
It will apply to mines whether dry and dusty, or not, if 
inflammable gas has been reported present in any ventilating 
district (in wliich a sliot is to be fired) at any of the four 
last recorded inspections under rule 4. "Wliore it does apply 
the altcmdtive precautions specified are in addition to those 
re([uired under sub-head (/). It does not apply to (1) mines 
which do not give off or contain inflammable giis, and whii h 
are not dry ami dusty; nor (2) the secuns of clay or stratified 
ironstone specified in sub-head (»a) of this rule. 

See sub-htads {k) and (I) for the interpretation of a venti- 
lating district. 

Provisions of ssih-hscd (h). — ^The alternative precautions 
here specified are in addition to those reipiired under sub-head 
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(/), If inllamiuahlo Ji.t'j bom reported pre^ait in any 
ventilating district, in wliicli a shot is to be fired, at any of 
l^he four last recorded inspections luider inilo 4, tli(3 provisions 
of sub-section (jr) will also apply. 

This pro\iftLon does not apply to (1) mines whirl) do not 
^dve off 01 contain in(l<iiniiiable gas, andwliich are not diy and 
ilnsly; noi (2) the seams of clay oi siratifte<l ironstone speci- 
fied in sub-liead (m) of tliis lule. 

Provisions of sMiead (i). —Where the two nlternative 
preeautioiis speeified under sub-head (A) have both been 
observed the renio\al of workmen is uiineiessary, but whcie 
only one of sucli alternatives has bc(*n ol served the workmen 
will luquire to be removed in tenns of this provision. 

Tlie provisions hero sp(‘cilied are additional to, and do not 
supersede, those contained in sub-head (/), or in sub-head (ji), 
uhere iiiflaininable gas lus been aq»ort(‘d present in the venti- 
lating district in wliich such shot is to be fired, at any of the 
four last reconled inspections jiiudor rule 4.

Persons employed as coal or ironstone yetters at tlic passiiij* 
of the Act (16th So])t(*inhor, 1887), are not affected liy its 
l)ro\ihions, but no other woiknian employed or to bt^ employed 
in the mine is to bo allowed to work Jone in the Lee of sin li 
workings until lie has had two years’ cxpcrionee of suth woik 
under the supervision of skilled workmen, or unl(‘s'* lie has 
been pre\ jously employed for two yOiirs in or about the face of 
the workings of a mine.
